HE Second Anſwer given by your Ma- 


jeſties Directions to the Memorial, which 

his Czariſh Majeſties Reſident Weſſelofski 

had the Honour to Preſent to your Ma- 
jeſty, Dec. 25. 1719. by the Czar my Auguſt 
Maſter's Order were very ſurprizing to him, and 
| contrary to his Expectation; for inſtead of finding 
by them, that the Repreſentations (which the con- 
fidence and friendſhp as well as tyes of Alliance, and 
Treaties ſubſiſting between their Majeſties, permit- 
ted him to make) had been well taken, they have 
not only been miſinterpreted by your Majeſties Mi- 
niſters; but moreover, to juſtify all the Steps they 
have taken againſt his Czariſh Majeſties Intereſt up- 


on all Occaſions, and which his Czariſh Majeſty ne- 


ver deſerved, they have, without being afraid of 
claſhing with Truth and Juſtice, invented things 
intirely contrary to his Czariſh Majeſties Honour, 
and which, far from being put in Execution, never 
ſo much as came into his T houghts. 

If any Perſon were to judge of theReproaches,and 
Imputations contained in thoſe Anfwers, only by the 
nature of em, it would not appear neceſſary to make 
any Anſwer to refute em, ſince all diſintereſted Per- 
ſons may eaſily perceive the falſity, and little foun- 


dation of em, and ſee cy Wor are only forg'd out

| of a ſpirit of hatred to his Czariſh Majeſty, who is 
| Perſuaded that they will find no Credit among Men 
| of Honour, and that they Il not be able to make any 
Impreſſion upon equitable Minds. 
However ſince they have been printed in ſeveral 
Languages, publiſh'd and ſbld every where, with 
| Reflections highly Indecent, Injurious, and deſer- 
| ving Correction ; and fince thoſe that carmot be ex- 
ally informed of all the Circumſtances of Affairs, 
may late Nis Czarih Majeſties Contempt of 
dem, and filence t6 his Prejudice, if they were left 
without a Reply : In regard to his Honour which is 
engaged, he has thought fit to order the Under- 
written, his Miniſter to lay before your Majeſty, 
what is proper to refute ſuch ill- grounded Reproach- 
es as his Czariſh Majeſty has no ways deſerved, 
and to prove the Juſtice of his Conduct, and to re- 
— to your Majeſty with all the Reſpect that

. 'Twould be needleſs to call to mind the great 
Conſideration his Czariſh Majeſty, has had for your 
Majefties ſacred Perſon, and the Value he has al- 
ways put upon your Friendſhip, as well before as 
_ after your Acceſſion to the Crown of Great Britain: 
The many marks he has given of his regapd to your 
| Majeſty, and the Condutt he has conſtantly obſerved 
| towards You, Sire, are clear and undoubted proofs 
thereof. | 
In the Year 170g. long before your Majeſty was 
advanced to the Throne, his Czariſh Majeſty ſent 
to you Prince Kourakin, to aſſure you of his particu- 
lar Conſideration and Eſteem, and to Eſtabliſh with 
you a firm Friendſhip and good Correſpondence, 
the Foundations whereof were happily laid the 
Year following, 1710. by a formal Treaty between 
the two Courts. | 
It cannot be deny'd, That theſe beginnings to- 
wards which his Czariſh Majeſty had _— firſt 
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Advance, and this Treaty of 1710. were the Occa- 
fion of that good Underſtanding which laſted ig 
happily for ſeveral Years afterwards, and were the 
firſt Occaſion of all thoſe great and Conſiderable Ad- 
vantages, which the moſt Illuſtrious Electoral Houſe 
of Brunſwick Lunenburg has drawn from thence. | 

When his Czariſh Majeſty was deſerted the firft 
time by his Allies, in the War he has with Sweden, 
the late King of Sweden improving the good fortune 
which favoured him, made an Irruption into Sexory, 
and rendered himſelf ſo Formidable with the Army 
he form'd there with the Money of Poland and Saxony, 
that far from any bodies daring to oppoſe him, or 
even make him the leaſt Remonſtrance upon the Ru- 
ine of ſo conſiderable a Member of the Empire, they 
yielded with a fort of Submiſſion to the Laws he 
was pleaſed to preſcribe, only for fear of provoking 
that haughty Prince any farther : But when the Al- 
mighty had bleſſed his Czariſh Majeſties Arms in 
ſuch a manner, that all the great Projects of that 
force were broken, and his daring Undertakings 
Defeated at Pultawa; every one endeavour'd to 
Profit by the Misfortune of Sweden, and appropriate 
to himſelf the Poſſeſſions of that Crown, according 
as they thought em moſt convenient for their Do- 
minions. 

His Czariſh Majeſties Friendſhip and Alliance 
were abſolutely neceſſary to obtain theſe ends; ſe- 
veral courted it, and as the King of Sweden, not- 
withſtanding the ill State of his Affairs, was obſtinate 
in rejecting the Pacifick, Moderate, and very rea- 
ſonable Propoſals made him by his Czariſh Majeſty, 
no body can blame his Czariſh Majeſty, that he at 
laſt accepted thoſe Offers which were made him on 
the part of ſeveral Powers, to enter into Treaties 
and Alliances with them againſt Sweden.

was this Conſideration among others, which 
occaſioned likewiſe a Treaty between his Czariſh 
Majeſty, and your Majeſty in the Year 1715. | 

The fidelity wherewith his Czariſh Majeſty has 
kept the Engagements, enter'd into on his part in 
this Treaty, and all the Conditions Stipulated there- 
in, is ſo clearly explained in the above mentioned 
Memorial of 1719, that even your Majeſtjes Mini- 
ſters had no Objection to make to it, in the Anſwer 
of the German Chancery; only they pretended that 
his Czariſh Majefty had broke that Treaty, by 
bringing his Troops into the Empire: A pretence fo 
. often alledg'd, and with ſo little ground, and which 
has been ſo often refuted, with ſolidity on the part 
of his Czariſh Majeſty, that it was needleſs to ſay 
any more of it. 

All the world knows how unable they were to 
drive the Sweeds out of the Empire, without the 
powerful Succours which his Czariſh Majeſty fur- 
nilh'd his Allies with. The Sweeds had their hands 
free to carry the Fire of War into the heart of the 
Empire, which might have enflamed your Majeſties 
Dominions in Germany. Very difficult would it have 
been to eee Flame, and thoſe troubles 
we may judge, would have been an inſuperable ob- 
ſtacle to the Acquiſition, your Majeſty made after- 
wards with ſo much eaſe, of two Provinces ſo Con- 
fiderable as Bremen and Verden are. | | 

The great ſervices that his Czariſh Majeſty did his 
high Allies, and the whole Empire by ſo powerful 
an Aſſiſtance, for driving the Sweed thence, are 
publickly known; and his Majeſty did it with ſuch 
diſintereſtedneſs, that it canuot be imagined u 
what grounds it is given out in the Anſwer, — 
he endeavoured to acquire to himſelf ſome Province 
in the Empire: ſince when he had with his own 
Army taken the Town of Stetin, his Czariſh Majeſty 
gave it up immediately to the King of Pruſſia. 8 
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Tis inconceivable how your Majeſties Minifters 
can pretend, that the bringing his Czariſh Majeſties 
Troops into the Empire, was a Contravention to the 
Treaties in force between him and your Majeſty,fince 
he brought them into Germany, only to acquit him- 
felf of the Engagements, he was obliged to by thoſe 
very Treaties, in favour of your Majefty, and to act 
as matters were concerted with 7 2 of 2 _ 
Nay, it was your Majeſty, elf that Sollicited bis 
Czariſh Maiſty, 2 fond thoſe Troops into Ger- 
many, and even offered to maintain a third part of em at 
your own Expence. Your Majeſties German Miniſters 
cannot have forgot all theſe things. 

Nor can they have forgot that his Czariſh Majeſty 


did not reſolve to commence Hoſtilities in the Em- 


pire; but upon the Intreaties and ſtrong Sollscitations of his 
Allies : His Majeſty foreſaw very well, that the King 
of Sweden following his irreconcilable humour, would 
never agree to fach 


dom : For which end his Czariſh Majeſty offered his 
Allies to invade Sweden, on the ſide of Finland, with 
his Troops alone, provided that your Majeſty and 


the King of Denmark, would engage to coyer that 
Invaſion with their Fleet, that of his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty not being ſufficient for that Deſign. Their Ma- 


jeſties would never come into it ; but propoſed in 
ſtead of that Enterprize, to make a Deſcent in Scho- 


nen, on the ſide of Denmark, in which they deſired 
his Czariſh Majefties Concurrence with a good num 


ber of Troops. His Majeſty foreſaw well that this 
Aſſiſtance would coſt him dear, becauſe the Enter- 
prize would meet with many difficulties, and be Sub- 


ject to great Dangers ; however his Majeſty conſent- 


ed thereto, to gratify his Allies, and to conform 
himſelf to their Deſires. 

Your Majeſty engaged your ſelf to contribute to- 
wards this Expedition with your Fleet to cover the 
Deſcent, 


a General Peace, as would ſuit all 
the Allies, till he was attack'd in the heart of his King- 
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Deſcent, and his Majeſty the King of Dermark pr 
miſed on his part to furniſh ſubſiſtence for part of his 
Czariſh Majeſties Troops, whilft his Czat iſu Ma- 
jeſty was obliged to engage for maintaining the great- 
eſt of em at his own Expence. For this end 
his Czariſh Majeſty was by theſe Engagements oblig- 
ed to take care of Erecting the neceſſary magazines 
for his Troops, the great diſtance of his Dominions, 
and many other difficulties not permitting hiru to 
ſend for Proviſions from Raſa, he had therefore ſe- 
veral Contracts made with Undertakers to furniſh- 
Your Majeſty far from ſhewing any diſlike, or 
having any jealouſy of thoſe Magazines ereded in 
the Empire (as is now pretended in the ſaid Anſwer) 
facilitated it as much as poſſible, even giving at his; 
Czarifh Majefties defire leave to buy up the neceſſua- 
| ry Corn in your German Dominions, and let it be 
| carried out without the payment of any duty, being 
defirous thereby to favour the Execution of {0 ; 
a deſign, which tended to the general Advantage of 


the whole Alliance. | | 
During all this time your Majeſty made no man- 
ner of complaint to his Czariſh Majeſty, on Account 


of the Ruſſian Troops ſtay in Mec bi 3 that was 
made a matter of complaint only ſince the projected 
Deſcent upon Schonen failed: tho' his Czariſh Majeſty 
perceived, (as cannot be denied) that even before 
that event, and eſpecially after his Czariſh Majeſties 
contracting a Family Alliance with his Highneſs the 
Duke of Mecklenburg, your Majeſties German Mini- 
began to — in every thing the Common 
oppoſe the Intereſt of his Cxafiſh Ma- 
eee ,, 
The real Subject or pretext for the Animoſity 
againſt the Duke of Meckle is known to all the 
world; But not to make our ſelves judge of thut

It has in the Memorial of his C2ariſh Majeſties 
HET been related at large, in what manner yout 
ajefties Miniſters began to act ſo opthly againft his 
Czariſh Majeſties Intereſts, and to ſich 4 degree, 
that a'declared Enemy coald not have #&ed worſe : 
All this was done out of hätred to the Duke of 
Mecklenburg, and the Alliance that Prince had made 
with the n oft Auguſt Family of the .. 
Had his Majeſty intermeddled in the Affaics of 
Mecklenburg, and made uſe of force againſt the In- 
tereſt of the Nobility, he would hive been leſs 
fenib'e of the unjuſt conduct of your Majeſties Mi- 
rfters : But it is well known, that he never con- 
cern'd' himſelf in thoſe Affairs, 6therwiſe than by 
his.good, and friendly offices at the Imperial Court, 
and even with your Majeſty,” which could not be 
taken ill: On the contrary there had been Reaſon-to 
blame his Czariſh'Majefty,” if he had not intereſted 
Rimſelf at leaſt by his 501 Offices, for à Princè that 
was o preſſed, and his near Rettion.” 

Befides, the many Declarations in writing, and by 
word of mouth, aud Aſſurances given by his Czariſh 
Majeſty, that he had no deſi In tö meddle at all in

l Andto ſhewmore hs the little Solidity ofall 
the other Reproaches contained in the Anſwer of the 
German Miniſtry, tis neceſſary to call to mind that 


towards the latter end of October, when the Seaſon 


of the, Year was ſo far advanced, and Subject to ſo 


many difficulties and inconveniences, that it was the 
utmoſt Cruelty to inſiſt, that having come ſo far to 
the Succour of the Allies, and Suffered ſo much un- 
der Copenhager at the inſtigation of ſome perſons, and 
undergone ſo any fatigues during their Tranſporta- 
tion, they ſhould immediately begin their March to 
return into their own Country, from which they 
were ſo very remote, without giving em time to 


| breath and refreſh themſelves. It had been more 


tolerable to have deliver'd em up into the Hands of 
the Enemy, than have expoſed em to ſuch miſery 
in ſo long and toilſome a March. * 
Hereto muſt be added, that his Majeſty was then 
actually in Negotiation with his Majeſty the King of 
Denmark, and concerting new meaſures for continu- 
ing the War againſt Sweden; Pur ſuant to which pro- 
ject he was to leave that Prince a conſiderable body 
of thoſe Troops. His Majeſty therefore could do 
no leſs than wait the iſſue of this Negotiation, and 
tis certain it would have been brought to a good iſſue 
for the common good of the whole Northern Alli- 
ance, if your Majefties Miniſters at the Court of Co- 
penhagen had not uſed all kind of 'meaus to diſſuade 
his Daniſh Majeſty from it. | STR 
In the mean time his Czariſh Majeſty did his ut- 


' moſt with your Majeſty, to reſtore a good under- 


ſtanding between the two Courts, to remove all ob- 
ſtacles that could hinder it, and to agree in proper 


meaſures to obtain a General, laſting and honour-

able Peace.

' *Tis alledg'd in the Anſwer given by the German 
Miniſtery, that his Czariſh Majeſty had refuſed to 
fix a time for withdrawing his Troops out of the 
Country of Mecklenburg ;, But the Declarations and 
Projects which his Czariſh Majeſties Miniſters com- 
municated at the latter end of the Year 1716, and in 
the beginning of the Year 1717, aud which doubtleſs 
are ſtil] to be found in the German Office, ſhew quite 
the Contrary : for by theſe projects his Czariſh Ma- 


jeſty offered to oblige himſelf to withdraw his 


Troops from Mecklenburg Fifteen Days after the con- 
cluſion of the Agreement, which was to be made 
with your Majeſty, purely to remove that pretended 
Obſtacle. 

But all that his Czariſh Majeſty could propoſe, all 
his Advances, all his ſteps and good Intentions were 
fruitleſs, and whatever complaiſance he ſhewed 
there was not the leaſt notice taken of it. Your Ma- 


jeſties M s perſiſted in their Animoſity againſt 
his Czari ty, and they gave from time to 
time proofs continually increaſing. 


1715, before the Treaty above 
luded between his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty, and your Majeſty, the Czar my moſt Auguſt 
Matter had received ſome Advices informing him; 
that your Majeſties Miniſters deſigns were only to ſecure

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writing; would not permit his Czariſh Majeſty to 


give Credit to thoſe Advices, nor to ſeveral others 


which he received from different places, of a Adyſte- 
rious Negotiation, and of ſome ſecret Emiſſaries ſent 
to Sweden for Treating of a Separate Peace between 
your Majeſty and the Crown of Sweden: Yet if one 
refle& ſeriouſly how your Majeſty has treated his 
Czariſh Majeſty ſince, and confider that your Ma- 


jeſty would never ſincerely contribute. towards any 
thing of the Iutereſt of the Common cauſe, and that 


on the Contrary, all opportunities of miſunderſtand- 
ing and Subjects of Quarrel were continually fought 
for, and when no Juſt ones were to be found, recourſe 
was had to Injuſtice, to frivolous pretences invented at 
pleaſure ; if one conſider all this, it appears that 
thoſe Advices which his Czariſh Majeſty received, 
were not entirely deſtitute of ſome grounds. 

- *Tis pretended in the Anſwer of the German Chan- 
cery, that the Interview with Baron Gortz, and ſe- 
veral other ſteps charg'd on his Czanllh Majeſty as 
ſuſpicious,(which however are not {pticify'd nor poſ- 
ſible to be proved) had made his Britennick Majeſty 
take the Reſolution of ſending the Councellor Schr a- 
der to Sweden: Had his Commiſſion been only to diſ- 
cover, whether it was true that a private Peace be- 
tween Ruſſia and Sweder,, was on the point of Conclu- 
ſion, it had been perfectly unneceſſary to ſend him 
thither, ſince that pretended Separate Peace was ſo 
far from being near its Concluſion, that a Congreſs 
had not ſo much as been opened nor mention made 
on either ſide of any Peace at all. | | 

The Councellor Schrader was not the firſt Perſon 
intruſted with a Commiſſion in Sweden from your 
Majeſty : A Negotiation had been begun a great 
while before for a Separate Peace ; it had been car- 
ry'd on by a Correſpondence with ſome Swediſh Mi- 
niſters, and by the French Embaſſador the Court de

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ſlence the propoſals made ſeveral times to Baron 
Gortz, before his Confinement, and "the Voyages 
ich Lieutenant-General Rant was ordered to make 
into Sweden, with Propoſals for a Separate Peace, 

were too Publick to be doncealed. f 

As to the Interviews with Baron Gartz, and the 
Congreſs of Aland, thoſe two points have been ſuffi- 
ciently cleared in the Memorial, which my Prede- 
ceſſor had the honour to preſent to your Majeſty. 
There was no Interview at all between his Czariſh 
Majeſty and him: he came to Loo, whilſt his Czariſh 
Majeſty was there, but he ſpoke only to Prince 
Kourakin his Embaſſador, whom he deſired to pro- 
cure him his Czariſh Majefties leave to paſs through 
his Dominions, in order to return into Sweden. 

*Tis on that Occaſion he was given to underſtand, 
that the if King of Sweden made any reaſonable Propo- 
ſals for a Peace, his Czariſh Majeſty and his Allies 
were ready to enter into a Negotiation. 

The Kings of Poland and Pruſſia, (ſeeing them- 
ſelves, as well as his Czariſh Majeſty deprived of all 
manner of knowledge, of any thing about the Tranſ- 
actions towards a Separate Peace, between your Ma- 
jeſty and the Crown of Sweden,) acted in Concert 
with his Majeſty on this Occaſion, and they are per- 
fectly aſſured that nothing more paſs d with Baron 
Gortz, than has been mentioned. 

The Reſident Webber, cannot deny that his Czariſh 
Majeſties Miniſters acquainted him with this Inter- 
view, when he ſpoke to em about it; It was not an 
Affair that required to be made a myſtery of to them, 
but it is true, when he reproached the Ruſſian Mini- 
ſters that there was a Treaty on Foot for a Separate 
Peace with his Czariſh Majeſty, by the means of 
Baron Gortz, they deny'd it, for how could they 
own a thing that never was ? 

"Tis alledg'd in the German Miniſtry's Anſwer, 
that the Privy-Councellor of his Czariſh Majeſties 
| Chancery 
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Chancery Ofterman, denyed all this with an Oath to 
the Reſident Webber. Such an Oath, if made, was 
improper aud even ridiculous upon this Occaſion; but 
it is certain, that this Miniſter of his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty always aſſured the Reſident Webber, in the 
ſtrongeſt manner, that there was no Negotiation on 
Foot, for a Separate Peace with Sweden. | 
- His Czariſh Majeſty removed to Moſcow with his 
whole Court in A. D. 1717; Before his departure 
he acquainted all the Foreign Miniſters Refident 
with him, and even the Reſident Mebber, that his 
Majeſty gave 'em leave to follow him, if they pleaſed. 
Atſter his departure his Majeſty received Intel}}- 
from Sweden, that the late King was fincerely 
mclined to Peace, and deſired that Minifters might 
meet upon the Frontiers, in order to ſhorten the 
matter, and explain the ſeveral conditions which 
each party had thoughts of inſiſting on. His Czariſh 
Majeſty hereupon reſolved to ſend Orders to his Ge- 
neral of the Artillery Bruce, and to the Privy-Coun- 
cellor of his Chancery Oſterman, to repair to Finland, 
to hear the Propoſals of Sweden, and (far from mak- 
ing any myſtery of it) immediate notice was given 
thereof to all the Foreign Miniſters then at his Ma- 
jeſties Court. The Reſident Webber had not been ex- 
cluded, ifhe had followed hm as the reſt of the Mi- 
niſters did, inſtead of ſtaying at Petersburg; but he 
was no ſooner arrived at Moſcow, - than every thing 
was ſincerely communicated to him, as had been 
2 to the reſt of the Foreign Miniſters before his 
rival. | 
- Since that time his Czariſh Majeſty has inſiſted 
ſtrongly with your Majeſty, to induce you to leave 
off your private Negotiations with Sweden, and ſend 
your Minifters to the Congreſs of Aland. He even 
offered ſeveral times to break off that Congreſs, if 
your Majeſty would eſtabliſh a good underſtanding, 
and corcert proper Meaſures with him for car- 
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rying on the War, till ſuch time as the General 


Peace could be made; but there never appeared on 
your Majeſties part the leaſt inclination towards it. 


All theſe Particulars are Inconteſtable, and ſince 
your Majeſties own Miniſters cannot deny em, it is 
the more ſurpriſing that they have not been athamed 


to aſſert the contrary in their Anſwers. 1 


T is ſtill leſs to the purpoſe to alledge maliciouſſy, 
that there were found among Baron Gortz's Pape 


ſame Projects of uniting the Ruſſian and Swediſh For- 
ces, in order to fall upon your Majeſties Dominions 


in Germany.

Baron Gortz, as an Enemies Miniſter, was at li- 


berty to form what Projects he thought fit; and ſup- 


poſing ſome ſuch had been found with him, yet no 


body can ſee on what grounds it can be imputed to 
Eis Czariſh, Majeſty, that Baron Gortz. had; formed 
any Project to your Majeſties Prejudice. If your 
Miniſters pretend that theſe Projects ſerve in ſome 
meaſure for their Juſtification, they ought to prove, 
that his Czariſh Majeſty had come into *em, or that 


ſome of them which were found, were Written by 


the hands'of his Miniſters : And ſince no. ſuch. proof 
either has or can be made, we refer our ſelves to 
the Judgment of the Publick to ſay, with what deſign 
could they publiſh, ſuch notorious Falſhoods? 1: .... + - + 
His Czariſh Majeſty does not ſcruple to ſay, that 
if he would have enter'd into any Meaſures Preju- 
dicial to your Majeſties Intereſts, he might have 
made his Peace with Sweden long ago: and even from 
the beginning of the Congreſs of Aland, his Czariſh 
Majeſties Miniſters had in that Congreſs communi-

6 has been done againſt us, (being beſides our Enemy) is at 
« preſent at Hanover, to receive hi Leſſon from the Germans, 
4 and your Excellency may gueſs, he will Execute them with

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But all that was laid to his Czariſh Majeſties charge 
in thoſe Letters, has been ſo ſufficiently confuted in 
the Memorial, which my Predeceſſor preſented up- 
on that occaſion to your Majeſty that the whole world 
has been forced to own that thoſe imputations were 
falſe, and that his Czariſh Majeſty has never deviat- 
ed in the leaſt from his uſual Candour and Integrity. 
He has declared that he look d upon em as mali- 
cious Aſperſions, and an outragious injury, and he 
has deſired you, Sir, to communicate to him ſome 
clear proofs of that pretended Negotiation, if there 
were any; for it is inconſiſtent with common Decency, 
and Juſtice to lay to his charge what the Miniſters of 
an Enemy impute to him, or what the Pretender's 
 Adherents may think fit to Publiſh, perhaps to 
Krengthen their Party: It ought to have been proved 
by ſome Authentick pieces, that his Czariſh Majeſty 
had enter'd into any Negotiation, or any Engage- 
ment to that purpoſe. * 

. Butit is needleſs to recount that Affair in order to 
refute ſuch ill grounded Reproaches ; all the World 
Has ſeen the Injuſtice thereof, and the great Proba- 
-bility there is, that they have been invented, and 
brought upon the Stage again, only with a defign to 
Interrupt the good Underſtanding, and Friendſhip 
that has laſted ſo many Years between the two 
Crowns and Nations of Ruſſia and Britain, to the 
great benefit which has accrued from thence to your 
M.ajeſties Subjects in their Commerce ; theſe Re- 
proaches, it may be, were only revived to give ſome 

Colour, and to Cover by this Pretence, the ill offices, 

which were already intended to be done to his 

_ Czariſh Majeſty, who never deſerv'd *em. 

His Czariſh Majeſty never gave his Protection, to 
any Rebels to the Crown of Great Britain, as is al- 
ledg'd in the Anſwer, and hitherto none have pre- 
. ſented themſelves to ask it. 1 _ 
E 
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The Britiſh Miniſtry might have given ſome Air of 
Probability to that Accuſation, if aſter having re- 
claimed any one Perſon, Protection had been given 


him notwithſtanding: their Complaint. All forts of 


People, and of all Nations, go and come into his 
Czariſh Majeſties Dominions, as they do in England, 
and in other Countries, and his Majeſty does not 
think himſelf anſwerable for every Engliſhman that 
comes into his Dominions, or that ſtays there for 


ſome time ; or obliged to examine, whether he is of 


the Pretenders Party or no. . 
Nor are there better grounds for what is alledged 
in the Anſwer, that the Subjects of Great Britain have 
been ill uſed in his Czariſh Majeſties Dominions, that 
Exgliſh Sailors have been forced into his ſervice, that 
Artificers have been denied Liberty of returning into 
their own Country, that Merchants have been put 
under Arreſt without any cauſe, and that Ships have 
been Seized and Confiſcated unjuſtly. Theſe Re- 
proaches are as ill founded as the former. ; 
His Czariſh Majeſty never was informed, that any 
of your Majeſties Subjects had received any ill Treat- 
ment in Raſſia; no body ever made any Complaints 
to him; and if any one thinks himſelf injured in any 
point, the way of Juſtice is there open equally to all 
Men, and ſpeedy Juſtice is Adminiſtred accordingly. 
But if a Merchant does not pay the Cuſtoms, or 
if he engages himſelf to deliver Goods, and does not 
perform his Contract; if he does not ſtand to his En- 
gagements, for which he has receiv'd Money; or, in 
mort, if there is any other Action againſt him; in 
ſuch a caſe your Majeſties Miniſter muſt not take it 
ill, that ſuch fort of Perſons are proceeded againſt 
according to Law, in the ſame manner as is pra- 
Qiſed in England, and every where elle. | 


Thoſe that have enter'd into his Czariſh Majeſty's - 


Service did it voluntarily, and they live there as a 


free People, according to the Agreement they have 


r 
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made: No body is kept by force, or againſt his 
Will, when the Time of his En t is elaps'd 
but to ſend them away before that time, or to dil 
charge them againſt their Will, would be at 
againſt common Uſage; there is no ſuch Cuſtom, ar 
their good Services have deſerv'd of his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty that he ſhould deal well by them. | 

As for the Engliſh Ships, his Czariſh Majeſties Ad- 
miralty has ſeiz d none; for it cannot be luppoled 
that your Majeſty reckons among the Ships of your 

Subjects ſome Loorendracers, that have navigated with 
l;ſb Paſſports, (tho the Ships and Cargoes belou- 
ged to the Swedes) and that carried to his Czariſh 
Majeſties Enemies, Ammunition and all ſorts of Pro- 
vilions, whereof they were in want, contrary to the 
expreſs Prohibition made with the Conſent of Par- 
liament in Exgland, againſt Trade or Commerce in 
Sweden. No Subject of Great Britain has as yet appear'd 
at his Czariſh Majeſties Admiralty, to complain of 
any unjuſt Confiſcation of their Ships. Every body 
can apply himſelf there in a proper manner, and may 
expett to have ſpeedy Juſtice done him. 
. . Somuch has been ſaid already, in anſwer to what 
relates to the Conferences at Alazd, and the Projects 
that have been publiſhed of chat Meeting, (which it 
is pretended were found with Baron Gorez) that tis 
beſt to forbear repeating any more of it. The Baron 
therein was ſo far from making the leaſt Overture, 
for an Invaſion of Scotland, that it is even very proba- 
able, for ſeveral Reaſons, that he never ſo much as 
thought of the Execution of ſo vaſt an Enterprize. 
But whatever Baron Gorez's Notions and Projects 
were, that does not concern his Cxariſh Majeſty, 
-who not only was never engaged in ſuch a fort of 
Chimæra, as the pretended project of an Invaſion of 
Salam, but not even in any other Affair whatſo- 
ever, that was contrary to his Alliances and Treatie 
whatever advantagious Offers were made him; 


tho 
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tho? his Czariſh. Majeſty knew, that ſome of his Al- 
lies had, at that time, offered to Sweden, to enter 
into an Engagement with that Crown, contrary to the 
Intereſts of Ruſſia. And as this is an unqueſtionable 
Truth, the contrary. whereof the Englih Miuiftry 


are not able to prove, it by no means became them 


to impute ſuch things to his Czariſh Majeſty, with- 


out producing clear and unexceptionable Proofs - 


thereof. 
The Invaſion made by the King of Sweden into 
Norway was in the Winter, in a Seaſon when his 


Czariſh Majeſty could make no manner of Diverſion 
in Finland, when it is impoſſible to ac but with Gal- 
lies. This Impoſſibility was ſo clearly repreſented - 
to his Daniſh Majeſty, by his Czariſh Majeſty's ona) 


baſſador at Copenhagen, that his Daniſh Majeſty could 
not but be convinced thereof. 

But your Majeſty ought to have furniſh'd him 
with powerful Succours, on ſo preſſing an occaſiòn, as 
you might very well have done with your Fleet, and 
by tranſporting a good body of Troops. This you 
was obliged to do by your Alliance; the Opportunity 
was very favourable ; the Power and al) Neteflaries 
were not wanting, and (what is yet more) your Ma- 
jeſty had been the firſt and chief occaſion of that In- 
vaſion, in having diſſuaded his Daniſh Majeſty by 
your Offers and great Promiſes, and all: kind of 
means, from agreeing with his Czariſh Majeſty up- 
on the Operations of War againſt the common Ene- 
my. For if that Concert had taken place, the King 
of Sweden would not have had ſo much as' time to 
think of invading Norway, and the Northern Peace 
had been infallibly made to the Satisfaction of all the 
To be convinced, that there was neither a Truce 
nor Ceſſation of Arms between his Cxariſh Majefty 
and the King of Sweden, nor any private Unde - 
ing, much leſs, any Agreement in relation to this In- 
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vaſion of Norway, one need only call to mind, that ' 
the Ruſſian Parties all the Summer long, and during 
the time of that Invaſion, committed as many Hoſti- 
lities as poſſible, and their Privateers, and Ships of 
War, did as much damage as they could to the 
Enemy. ſ | 
The repeated Propoſals made (as is pretended) by 
his Czariſh Majeſty to Spain, to enter into an offenſive 
Alliance with that Court againſt your Majeſty, in 
favour of the Pretender, are as Chimerical as the 
Negotiations with the Pretender himſelf. For tio? 
his Czariſh Majeſty might very well have taken of- 
fence, at the many ſteps: taken by your Majeſty 
againſt his Intereſts, and after your Majeſty had en- 
with other Powers, in Treaties entirely pre- 

ee to him, after your Majeſty had ftirr'd up 
againſt his Czariſh Majeſty, all the Chriſtian Princes 
you could, and had even Sollicited the Turk, that He- 
reditary Enemy of the Chriſtian Name, not only at the 
Congreſs of Peace between his Imperial Majeſty, 
and the Ottoman Port; but ſome time after at Con- 
ſtantinople, by your Miniſters, who Suggeſted all kind 
of means, to perſuade the Grand Seignior to break 
with his Czariſh Majeſty : As the Turkiſh Miniſters 
themſelves owned, with all the Circumſtances there- 
of to the Ruſſian Envoy, that reſides at their Court. 
Tho' I fay, all thoſe underhand dealings might 
have induced his Czariſh Majeſty, as well for his 
Security as Revenge, to make ſome Alliances with 
other Powers, for which no body certainly could 
bave blamed him; yet he has not done it, much leſs 
has he had any Intention to make an offenſive Al- 
liance with Spain againſt your Majeſty. The great 
diſtance between Ruſſia and Spain, and remoteneſs of 
the two Monarchies from each other, ſhew clearly, 
that ſuch an Alliance could be of no Advantage, and 
never came into his Czariſh Majeſties thoughts. 


Nay, 
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May, ſuppaſing there had been ſome. Propoſals made 
on cer the part of Haim or from the Pretender, to his 
ſh Majeſty, he as an Abſolute Prince might hear em 
according tothe Laws of Nature, and Cuſtom as well as 
the Rules of Decengy; and Convenience, which do not 
allow the rejecting of Propoſals without hearing em. 
But it is Sufficient, chat no body can prove, that his 
its Majeſty, ever enter d into any Engagementss 
either with Spain or the Pretender, or ever really made 
any Propoſals to them againſt your Majeſty, or even that 
there ever were any projects to that purpoſe, 
for the reſt, his Majeſty has no manner of concern 
in the Spaniſo War, and as to the Ruſſian Miniſters, having 
any Communication with thoſe of that Crown, it is 
what no body ſurely can make any Objection to; for it is 
incredible, that the Brit; Miniſters can pretend his 
Czariſh Majeſty ſhould have no manner of Correſpondence 
with Spain, or that the Ruſſian Miniſters ſhould not k 
company with thaſe of his Catholick Majeſty, only becauſe 
your Majeſty has thought fit to declare War againit pany 
eſpecially ſince the Correſpondence, between em tended. 
nat at all to the Prejudice of your Majeſty. xp. 
As for what happen d in Holland, in relation to Admiral 
Nerris's Commiſhon, and that of your Majeſties Miniſter 
Plenipotentiary Mr. Whitworth : That Affair has been 
lated at large, according to the exacteſt truth in the 
e e ind ber Rega to hope, that 
9 Za apt great Reason to hope, 
thoſe to Miniſters, would have been ſent to him Furniſhs 
ed with Sufficient and full Powers to determine 
all Differences between the two Courts, to reſtore upon 
folid Foundations the Sincere Friendſhip, and good under- 
ſanding that had been changed; and to agree on means to 
den Peace in the North, ſince your Majeſties 
Miniſters as well in Enel and, as elſewhere did them ſelves 
hopes thereof and aſſurances, that the Commiſſions of 
ira} Norris, and the Plenipotentiary Whitworth tend+ 
ed to that End. But they were ſcarce arrived at the Court 
ef his Czariſh Majelty, when the little inclination your 
Majeſty had to reſtore the good underſtanding, fo Advany 
D for the good of the two Monarchies,

with a Miniſter to his Czariſh Majeſty, to reſide with 
him, who ſhould be provided with ſufficient Orders, 
and full Powers to treat, and to terminate, to the Sa- 
tisfaction of both Courts, the Affairs that were to be 
regulated between them. | | 

Theſe Promiſes have been often repeated ſince by the 
Engl iſb Miniſters, and indeed there was then a Report 
ſpread, that. Admiral Norris, and the Reſident Jefferies, 
were actually appointed to go to his Czariſh Majeſties 
Court; but the Reſident Jefferies went thither alone, 
and that a long time after, for he did not arrive there 
till the beginning of the Year 1719. : 
After the many-Proteſtations made by your Majeſties 
Miniſters, as well by word of mouth asin dg might 
not one have flattered ones ſelf, that they would not be 
without ſome Effect, and that the Reſident Jefferies 
was come to the Court of his Czariſh Majeſty, with 
the neceſſary Inſtructions and full Powers to terminate 
all matters? and yet inſtead of bringing any thing 
decifive, on the part of your * for the reſtoring 
a good Harmony, and renewing the Friendſhip more 
cloſely, he deſired that Propoſals might be made ta 
him, from his Czariſh Majzſty, who then very plainly 
faw, that the Hopes he had conceived of the ſucceſs of 
that Negotation were ill grounded. 744: "0 
In the mean time, to omit nothing on his part that 
might facilitate that Succeſs, his Czariſh Majeſty cauſed 
his firſt Propoſals to be communicated again to him; but 
md Anſwer was made to them. / 
The Reaſon why all thoſe Advances of his Czariſh 
Majeſty were without Sacceſs, cannot be that which is 
alledged in the Anſwer, ſince the defenſive Alliance, which 
was the matter in queſtion, had been propoſed to his 
 Czariſh Majeſties Embaſſador, by the Britzh Miniſters 
themſelves; and as to what relates to the Condition, 
That the Britiſß Squadron (which was to be emplo 
40 ſuccour his Czariſh Majeſty) was to be at his ay 


— 
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fal, it was but natural and very reaſonable; for if the 
Troops which his Czariſh Majeſty was to oblige him- 
ſelf to ſend to your Majeſties Aſſiſtance, were to be 
under the Command of 2 Majeſties Generals, it » 


was but juſt to ſtipulate the ſame thing, in reſpect of 
the auxiliary Ships, which his Czariſh Majeſty was to 
receive. from your Majeſty. How could his Czariſh 
Majeſty otherwiſe rely upon thoſe Succours, ifthe Com- 
mander of them were not under his Orders to act as 
the common good required, to force the Enemy the 
ſooner to agree to a general Peace ? It appears there- 
fore, that it was not the propoſing of a defenſive Al- 
liance which occaſioned the breaking off the Negotiation, 
but that there were quite other Reaſons, and particu- 
larly that of a Defy to make a ſeparate Peace. | 
All theſe Steps of your Majeſty, and your Miniſtry, 
make all the World believe, that you never had a ſin- 
cere Intention to re-eſtabliſh a firm Friendſhip between, 
the two Crowns; and that Admiral Norris and the 
. hy 17 r 7 —— to 2 
fer an e Relident Jefferies to Petersburg, only 
ſor the better covering of the ſecret Negotiations, which 
your Majeſty was carrying on for a ſeparate Peace with 
Sweden, and to gain the Time that was neceſſary to fi- 
niſh them, as well as to make the publick believe, that 
your Majeſty was 75 to keep up a good Friendſhip 
with the Crown of Great Ruſſia. 5 
There is no occaſion to produce more Prooſs hereof, 
ſince it has 2 plainly by the ſeparate Peace, which 
your Majeſty has made with Sweden, directly contrary 
to the Treaties of Alliance in force between you and 
his Czariſh Majeſty. And as the Crown of Sweden 
would not immediately yield up to the Electoral Houſe 
of Brunſwick Lunenburg two ſo conſiderable Provinces 
as Bremen and Verden, without a ſufficient Recompence, 
your Majeſty, as King of Great Britain, has made an 
Alliance with Sweden, and entered into Engagements 
with that Crown, directly in Oppoſition to his Czariſh 
Majeſty, forgetting that you obtain'd the Ceſſion of 
thoſe Provinces from the King of Denmark, only 
thro' the interpoſition of his Czariſh Majeſty, and his 
__ Fans, Your Majeſty has already begun 
laſt Summer really to diſcharge thoſe Qbligations, by 
War E 2 joining 
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joining the Bray Fleet with the Swediſh, as is ſtill 
continued at the Expence of the Britiſh Nation, an 

Expence that is confitlerable. © Bo 

* Twas neceſſary, with ſome Pretence, to cover a ſtep 
ſo extraordinary, and contrary to ſo many Treaties and 
Alliances ; for which end, uſe is made of all thoſe Re- 
— . — contained in the two Anſwers, to induce Ex- 

land to believe that your Majeſty had reaſon to deal 
after this manner with his Czariſh Majeſty, as if that 
Nation could forget the effential and important Intereſt 
it is to them, to preſerve the Friendſhip that ought to 
fubliſt between the two Crowns for the Advantage of its 
Trade in Ruſſia, which is none of thedeaſt Branches of 
that of Great Britain. 

We have ſeen evidently, daring the Time, and at the 
latter End of the laſt Campaign, that the Advices which 
his Majeſty receiv'd laſt Summer were well grounded, 
viz. That the Britiſb Squadron, which was then on the 
Point of being ſent to the Baltict, under the Command 
of Admiral Norris, was intended to ſaccour Sweden, and 
to fall, without any Warning, on his Czariſh Majeſties 
Fleet, in hopes of ſurprizing and deſtroying it, as that of 
Spain had been fervd: And it has been ſafficiently prov'd, 
in my Predeceſſor's Memorial, why his Czariſh Majeſty 
thought fit to write to Admiral Norris, as he actually 
did, to deſire of him an Explanation of the Orders he 
was charged with. | | 
His Czariſh Majeſties Letter has been printed and 
publiſhed; the Britiſi Miniſters pretend that it is writ- 
ten in an imperious and threatening Stile, and in fach 
Terms, as the Crown of Great Britain is not uſed to: 
But no body, except they alone, has found therein thoſe 
imperious and threatening Expreſſions which they com- 
plain of: On the contrary it has been acknowl = 

that his Czariſh Majeſty in taking thoſe ſteps, has act 
with all the Integrity imaginable; and that his Czarſh 
Maj-fty was obliged to act in that manner to provide 
againſt Surprize, and avoid all Opportunities of new 
Diſputes with the Crown of Great Britain. 

His Czariſh Majzſty may ſay, with far more Grounds 
and Reaſon, that he is not uſed to ſuch Expreſſions as 
are contained. in the Letters which the Lord Carteret, 
and Admiral Norris have wrote to him. The Lord Car- 

| teret, 
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teret, who was not only without any Credentials to his 
Crariſh Majeſty, but who even reſided with his Enemy, 
has offer d your Majeſties Mediation, whilſt you had a 
Miniſter with his Czariſh Majeſty ; and Admiral Norrss, 
at the ſame time that he offers your Mediation, declares 
that he has joined the Fleet he commands with that of 
the Enemy: and both the Lord Cxrreret, and Sit 
ohn Norris, accompany their offers of Mediation, with 
erms ſo imperious, haughty and threatning as even Sove- 
raign Princes themſelves never uſe to one another, m 
leſs, does it become Miniſters, or ro Perſons, to uſe 
em in the Letters they writ to a rch, and Soveraign 
Prince, ſo that their conduct in this reſpect, has been 
condemn'd by all Men of Honour in genera}, and in- 
deed it agrees ſo little with the Reſpect due to his Czatiſh 
My and wich the Decorum, 75 8 even en- 
gaged in 0 ar againft one another, 1 obſerve, 
that his Ceariſh Majz never imagined, that your 
Majeſty could owne, and approve their Proceedings. 

Would your Majeſty have ſeriouſly offered your Me- 
diation, his Czariſh Majeſty does not ſee any Reafon, 
why your Majzſty might not have thonght it fitter to 
do it directly by a Letter, or by your Minifter, who 
was then at the Court of his Czariſh Majeſty, inſtead 
of uſing ſach Extraordinary ways as were never heard 
of till that time. 

To offer a Mediation and at the fame time to threa- 
ten, are things contradictory and incompatible: To 
offer a Mediation to reconcile a Prince with his Enemy, 
and for the Perſon who offers the Mediation, to Declare 
at the ſame time, that he has made an Alliance with 
that Enemy, is giving to underſtand without any diſ- 
guiſe : That ſuch a Mediation is not offered with 4 deſig 
of 8 the Rerunrilation; but for a Pretence to Quar- 
rel and come to a Rupture.

His Majeſty is perſuaded, that none can believe he has 
deſervd from your Majeſty either as King of Great Bri- 
gain, or Elector, a Treatment fo unfriendly and unnſual 
among Chriſtian Princes. He has a formal Alliance 
with your Majeſty, as Elector, and as his Czariſh Ma- 
zeſties word is inviolable and his fidelity Conſtant, above 
all things in his Alliances, he has on his part adhered to 
them, and kept his faith (eſpecially in reſpect to this 
— without any Alteration, and he has in Con- 
ſequence thereof procured to your Majeſty Bremen and 
Verden, and has entirely ſatisfy d all his Engagements 
without any Reſerve, and with the utmoſt Exactneſs. 

Nor has his Czariſh Majeſty deſerved, that your Ma- 
ſhould uſe him as you have done, as King of Eng- 

ſince no body could give greater proofs of his 
Conſideration, Eſteem and particular Friendſhip for 
your Majeſties Perſon, than he has done, ever fince 
your Acceſſion to the Crown till this very time, With 
what eagerneſs has his Majeſty ſought the means, not 
only to preſerve a good Union with your Majeſty ;, but 
eyen to rivet the joints thereof with the ſtrongeſt En- 
Eagements, and render it Eternal if poſſible ? Has he not 
on his part ſhewn all the Diſpoſitions imaginable, when 
your Majz{ty made any 3; pe for that purpoſe? and 
with what Readineſs, did he offer to enter into the 
Treaty of Guarantee of the Britiſh Succeſſion, that was ' 
ſed to him by your Majeſty. , 
His Czariſh Majeſty has always endeavour'd to keep 
up between the two Crowns, the good Friendſhip that 

s laſted ſo very long, and confirm it by new and 

onger Alliances: and to ſhew the Sincerity of his 
good Intentions, he has moreover offered to give the 
Britiſh Nation by 4 Treaty of Commerce very great, and 
confiderable Advantages, even to grant it the preference 
above all other Nations. 

However, tho' his Czariſh Majeſty has no ways de- 
Tery'd a Treatment like that he has met with, he has 
yet farther felt your Majeſties reſentment in the

The following Declaration Sign'd by the 
Czar himſelf, was delivered from him 
to the Engliſh Merchants at Petersburg, 
dated the 29th of January 1721.

3 IS Notorious to all Europe that our Reſident 

was ſent away from the Court of England, in 
a very unjuſt and ſhocking manner, which, being 
a very great and ſenſible wrong to Us, ought na- 
turally to induce Us to uſe Reprizals, but as we are 
ſatisfied, that in the whole Tranſattion of that 
affair, not the Intereſt of England, but that of Han- 
over alone was regarded, for which the Minifters of 
Great Britain, don't only negle& the Friendſhip of 
Foreign Powers, but ſacrifice too their own Country, 
which more nearly and ſenſibly concerns em; we 
are not willing that the Engliſh Nation who have had 
no part in this Injuſtice ſhould ſuffer, and therefore 
we grant to that Nation al} manner of Security, and 
full Liberty of Commerce in all parts of our Do- 
minions.
